drunkenness in RUSSIA. 

Hew Lews In Caar'a Domain Are 
Very Seeere. 

The new Russian laws against drunk- 
enness are very severe. All persons 
found Intoxicated in streets and public 
places are sentenced to terms of Im- 
prisonment varying from three days to 
two weeks. A repetition of the offense j 
is punishable with three months’ Im-! 
prison meat. It Is said that the effect of 
this law, which has Just become opera- 
tive, will be, If rigidly applied, to throw 
10 per cent of the population Into JaiL 
An official report of the liquor traffic 
in Russia, which is largely In the bands 
of the government, has Just been Is- 
sued. The annual sales amount to 
about 84,000,000 gallons and the gross 
receipts to 31,175,000.000. The retail 
sale of liquor is restricted to places 
where food Is also furnished. The Rus- 
sian peasant classes drink vodkl, a liq- 
uor distilled from rye, which Is sold at 
the average price of $1.45 per gallon. 

It Is worth noting in connection with 
the new Russlau laws that an English 
royal commission presided over by 
I..ord reel recently recommended that 
drunkenness per se In public places 
should henceforth be considered an of- 
fense against the law.

“Charge of the Six Hundred:” 

Thpin not to rauon why, 

Thcirt but to do or dlo. 

Today the farmer is seeking to know 
why one method produces better re- 
sults than another under certain condi- 
tions and fails to do so under other 
conditions. Not only are they trying to 
profit by the experiments made at the 
stations, but by the experience of oth- 
ers who have been successful, and they 
feel that the results others have reacb- 
I ed arc of but little use unless they learn 
j how tliey were brought about This Is 
[ the most encouraging indication of fu- 
ture procperlty for agriculture. It Is 
this which is gradually if slowly in- 
creasing the average production of 
farm crops and farm stock toward the 
maximum attained by the best among 
them, ^lis Increased productiveness it 
is that gives us reason to hope despite 
the predictions of a few croakers that 
' the time is far distant when the United 
States or the world at large will not be 
I able to sui>ply the necessities of the rap- 
I Idly Increasing population. We feel no 
fear that this time will come to this 
country during the lifetime of many 
now li'ving, for we believe the farmers 
are gaining knowledge of the needs of 
their soil, their crops and animals 
much faster than the number of those 
dependent on them for food Is increas- 
ing. 

Warm Food For Stoek. 

We once bad a man, says a writer In 
American Cultivator, who thought that 
a cold diuner when at work In the 
woods In winter enabled him to do 
more work In the afternoon than he 
could have done if he bad been pro- 
vided with a warm dinner and hot 
drinks, but be was a worker and exer- 
cised himself at his work. Others have* 
thought differently, and we think that 
the cows giving milk or the animal 
that is fattening would do much better 
on warm food and drink in winter, be- 
cause we do not wish to have them 
take much exercise to warm up their 
systems. But to give warm food and 
a-arm water to animals and then make 
them stand out In the c<dd until the 
effects of the beat they had gained 
had all passed away leaves them worse 
than before. Keep them In warm sta- 
bles and give warm food and warm 
water, and they will scarcely realize 
that It is not summer when they are 
In the bam. The horses and oxen that 
are obliged to be oat eight or ten hours 
each day arc but little benefited by 
warming their food and water, unless 
it is at night after the day’s work 
is over. The warmth Is a stimulant 
and they are not' of much use when 
(me has to ctmtlnue exposure to <x)ld. 
When the reaction takes place, it less- 
ens the nbillty to resist cold as much 
aa H hm -reased it when first given. 

Good UtllitT Cattle. 

In comparison with their rivals, the 
J.-rseys, It Is somewhat remarkable 
that Guernseys have not become more 
popular, both for profit and for fancy, 
especially as their claims In these re- 
spects are so well founded. Being gen- 
erally of a rich orange color, with 
white markings, having a yellow skin 
and gentle expression, their general ap- 
pearan*^}3 at once very striking and 
attract " As utility cattle their 
claims are undoubted, the cows yield- 
ing a generous amount of very rich 
milk, from which butter of the very 
best <x>lor and quality Is obtained. This 
excellence is much In their favor and 
is very often ta|^en advantage of by 
those who keep <x)W8 of other breeds 
for the production of milk and batter 
and find It ne<H>ssary and beneficial to 
have a cow or two In the herd in order 
to add to the richness of the milk and 
the quality aud appearance of the but- 
ter. 

Hew Crop Rotatlom. 

A studious reader of The National 
Stockman and Farmer proposes to use 
the following crop rotation <m his stock 
farm. Com, cowpeas, wheat and clo- 
ver. He wants feed for sheep and 
bogs nod horses. His experience leads 
him to believe that the peas will pro- 
vide rich hay, and if the weather pre- 
vents the making of a big acreage of 
them the hogs will be nsed to harvest 
part of them. Probably part of them 
would be used for pasturage anyway. 
He counts upon gcx>d wheat and clover 
after the peas. The com stubble will 
be seedcMl to rye, to be turned under 
for peas. No ground will be left bare. 
Three years out of four each field will 
be producing feed, and In two of these 
three years the soil should be gaining 
In fertility. The fourth year produces 
a cash crop— wheat. With peas, clover 
and manure the farm should grow rich- 
er while bringing Income. 

Raestlona Ab*at Flax. 

Sow Id spring as early as the season 
will admit, same as oata Aa for kind 
ef soil. It doesn’t make mueb dlffer- 
en<%. Like wheat and oats, the better 
the soil the better the crop. It is not 
likely to fall down, as it has a good 
stalk or stem. 

Sow one bushel to the acre or If soli 
Is thin less and If extra good more. 
Plow, harrow and get ground in good 
shape as you can with harrow, then sow 
and roll to get the ground In good shape 
to mow. I used to mow with scythe, but 
that would be too slow for these days, 
but If you have an old mower use it. 
Cor it is bard ou a machine. 

For the Farm. 

The farmer who owns 160 acres of 
tillable land ought to have at least six 
cows. Three of the six cows ought tc 
raise six calves. The other three would 
supply milk and butter for the family 
and keep the “better hair’ In pin 
money. _

ever since the Spanish war to have the 
Danish Weet Indies under the American 
flag, but Denmark has demanded too 
high a price. 

The Jilstory of the negotiations for the 
Islands covers a long period of time. As 
far back as 1857, when our state depart- 
ment endeavored to acquire the Islands, 
a vote was taken among the iieople of St. 
Tliomus aud St. John to di'termlne 
whether they wanted the islands to be 
sold to us. Two thousand vot»*<l lu favor 
of and less than 30 against tbe proposi- 
tion. 

At that time Secretary Seward offered 
$7,600,000 for St. Thomas and St. John 
alone. Mr, Seward was very eager to 
make the acquisition, and bis secret ne- 
gotiation with the Dani.sh minister to 
Washington was begun at a dinner given 
iu that city Just before Lincoln’s assassi- 
nation. The treaty . of purchase was 
fully drawn and piveented to the senate, 
lint that body refused to confirm it, mnch 
to tlie disgust of Denmark. 

Ill luck frowned upon the negotiations 
almost from the beginning. While a 
Joint commission appointed to visit the 
islands was hMding Its first meeting In
